The growth of the Chaffey institutions the past 17 years 
has been both phenomena! and real and the vision and far- 
sightedness of past boards of education and the people who 
| comprise the Chaffey district have made all this possible. 


| But the-man who has paced this tremendous expansion and 


made the Chaffey plant one of the finest in California and 
possibly the nation has been the present superintendent, 
Gardiner W. Spring. 

Coming to Chaffey in 1931, Mr. Spring surveyed the 
old building that was then Chaffey and immediately began 
to have his dreams of establishing a great educational 
center that would provide free schooling to every person in 
the district.
